Israel said 
the Egy ptians again tried to 
pu sh fo rward in the desert’s 
no rthern reaches bu t were 
sto pped sho rt. 
The Egy ptians said they 
adv anced farther into the 
Is ra e li-o c c u pie d 
Sinai 
peninsu la in a tank battle 
Su nday that co st the Israelis 
150 tanks and 29 warplanes. 
Bu t the Israelis said they 
relinqu ished no gro u nd in the 
sev en ho u rs o f desert fighting 
and claimed the attacking 
Egy ptians lo st mo re than 200 
tanks and 15 planes. 
“The pattern o f to day 's 
fighting has beco me lo calized 
clashes in v ario u s secto rs,” 
the Egy ptian statement said. 
On the Sy rian fro nt. Dam­ 
ascu s repo rted heav y tank, 
infantry and artillery battles 
raged as the fo u rth Arab- 
Israeli war gro u nd into its 
10th day .

Supreme Court Nixon's 
Last Hope on Tapes Issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Five y ears ago when Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
was 
elected 
President, one of his prin­ 
cipal goals was to reshape the 
Supreme Court to bring it into 
line 
with 
his 
own 
in­ 
terpretations of the Con­ 
stitution. 
He’ll soon learn how suc­ 
cessful he’s been 
in ap­ 
pointing justices who agree 
with his views of separation 
of powers and ex ecutive 
privilege. 
For the Supreme Court now 
represents Nixon’s last hope 
for judicial support for his 
argument that under the Con­ 
stitution, only he has the au­ 
thority to say whether the 
tapes of his conversations 
about the Watergate scandal 
can be turned over to a 
federal grand jury . 
The President s lawy ers 
have failed to convince US. 
District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica or the US. Court of 
Appeals that his argument is 
valid. 
Ironically , the opposition to 
the President’s position in the 
tapes case, often has seemed 
to borrow arguments Nixon 
used in criticizing Supreme 
Court decisions during the 15 
y ears Earl Warren was chief 
justice. 
As President, Nixon has 
had the opportunity to name 
four men to the Supreme 
Court. Each time he said he 
had 
soug ht 
a 
man 
he 
regarded as a “ strict con­ 
structionist,” one who would 
not read into the Constitution 
powers bey ond those e x ­ 
pressly 
included 
by 
the 
original framers. 
But the appeals court said 
the President’s lawvers were 
try ing to “ refashion the Con­ 
stitution” with their claim 
that he was immune from 
court orders. 
“ The Constitution makes 
no 
mention 
of 
special 
residential immunities,” the 


possible 
criminal 
activity 
Again and again, the special 
prosecutor -has 
said 
“ the 
grand jury as a right to every 
man’s evidence,’ and, “ the 
highest ex ecutive officials, 
like all citizens, are subject to 
the rule of law.” 
The appeals court referred 
to Cox ’s “ uniquely powerful 
showing” 
and 
echoed 
his 
words that the President “ is 
not above the law’s com­ 
mands.” 
KSU Campus

Wilbur D. Mills, said on Sept. 
9 that plans to adjourn Con 
gress in Novem ber have 
ruled out the possibility of tax 
legislation this year.

Die long-static condition in 
the Mideast conflict zone has 
tended to undermine Egyp­ 
tian President Sadat’s credi­ 
bility as a leader pressing for 
return to old boundaries. He 
and other Arab leaders also 
have been disillusioned that 
no great-power efforts at set­ 
tlement have even begun to 
produce the kind of results 
the Arabs desire. 
NO DIPLOMATIC experts 
here at the State Department, 
or anywhere else, seem en­ 
tirely clear as to Egyptian- 
Syrian motives. 
But it is 
thought that, at the very 


least, they want to shake up 
the situation in order to com­ 
pel negotiations which would 
follow the course they seek. 
An established Arab military 
presence in the Israeli-occu­ 
pied zones may be seen in 
Cairo and Damascus as a key 
lever.

restated clearly her country’s 
basic stance with regard to 
the occupied Sinai desert, a 
120-mile wide stretch which 
before the 1967 war was sov­ 
ereign Egyptian soil. 
ISRAEL HAS 
long been 
willing to yield some — but 
not all — of this territory in 
negotiations, Jbut she insists 
upon retaining a buffer zone 
to keep potential Arab a t­ 
tackers well away from the 
old Israeli boundary, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Meir. 
With an election coming up 
Oct. 30, Mrs. Meir’s hard-line 
right wing opposition 
has 
been pushing against 
any 
concessions. The new war 
puts the campaign on ice for 
the moment, but it may also 
move M rs. M eir’s Labor 


party closer to this hard view, 
on the ground that the Arabs 
once m ore have demon­ 
strated their untrustworthi­ 
ness by breaking the 1 9 6 7 
cea se-fire agreem ent and 
breaching the lines then a c­ 
cepted by both sides.

ter lob than ever before, if at­ 
tendance is a criteria of their 
performance. 
Ohio’s 23 House members 
and two U.S. Senators have 
participated, on the average, 
in 90 per cent of the recorded 
votes cast so far this year. 
This compares with an av­ 
erage vote participation of 89 
per cent for the entire Con­ 
gress, the best attendance 
record compiled since 1953 
when 
the 
research 
group 
Congressional 
Quarterly 
began to keep track of these 
statistics. 
Rep. Wayne L. Hays, who 
represents the Ohio 18th Dis­ 
trict had an attendance rec­ 
ord of 89 per cent, according 
to Congressional Quarterly. 
SOME MEMBERS, 
such 
as Ohio Sen. William Saxbe, 
argue that many recorded 
votes are meaningless and 
make a practice of showing 
up only for what they regard 
as significant ballots. Saxbe, 
who has a low attendance 
record, once quipped that a 
congressman who has a high 
record of voting participation 
has little time left to perform 
other important functions on 
Capitol Hill. 
The Ohio delegation has 
some of the best and the 
worst attendance records in 
Congress. 
Two Ohio House members: 
Rep. Clarence Miller, a Lan­ 
caster Republican, and Rep. 
Charles Vanik, a Cleveland 
Democrat; are among the 
seven House members with a 
perfect voting record reflect­ 
ing 100 per cent attendance. 
TWO OTHER OHIOANS. 
Reps. John 
Ashbrook, 
a 
Johnstown Republican with 
65 per cent^ana William Min- 
shall, a Cleveland Republican 
with 75 per cent; are among 
those with the worst records. 
Only 10 of the 435 House 
members had a worse attend­ 
ance record than Ashbrook. 
Both Ohio Senators had be - 
low-average records. Sa x be 


with a 72 per cent record was 
exceeded in absenteeism by 
only five others; while Sen. 
Robert Taft, Jr. had an 80 per 
cent record.

PRINCETO .NJ. (A P) 
— 
The mood of the American 
public 
is growing 
more 
pessimistic, according to the 
latest Gallup Poll. 
The 
proportion 
of 
Americans who say they are 
satisfied with the future 
facing 
them 
and 
their 
families has declined 11 per 
cent in the last 10 years, dow n 
from 64 per cent to 53 per 
cent, 
the 
latest 
survey 
showed. 
Among 
the 
important 
factors contributing to the 
growing pessimism 
regar­ 
ding the future, according to 
the survey, were: 
—Increased concern on the 
part of the public about the 
standards of honesty of the 
American people: 
—Widespread lack of faith 
in key American institutions; 
—Declining confidence in 
the way the nation is being 
governed; 
—Frustration over 
un­ 
solved national problems. 
In 1963, a Gallup survey 
showed 34 per cent of those 
interviewed were, 
on 
the 
whole, satisfied with the 
honesty and standards of 
behavior 
in 
American 
society. 
The figure dropped to 22 
per cent m the latest survey, 
a decline of 12 points, despite 
the fact that during the early 
1960s 
there 
was 
mucn 
discussion about a “ moral 
lag.” 
Key institutions suffering 
in appeal were big business, 
with a “ great deal” or “ quite 
a lot” confidence rating of 
only 26 per cent, and labor 
unions with a 30 per cent 
confidence rating.

According

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Easing of Sterilization 
Rules to Be Recommended 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
federal expert on population 
said today he will recom­ 
mend 
easing 
proposed 
sterilization rules to avoid 
“ closing an option to the poor 
that the rich have.” 
T ig h te r 
re s tric tio n s 
proposed by the Department 
of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare last month “ mav 
prove to be cumbersome'’ 
and infringe upon state laws, 
said Dr. Louis Heilman, HEW' 
deputy assistant secretary. 
“ They 
would 
make 
it 
harder to sterilize youngsters 
and people who can’t un­ 
derstand what is happening 
to them," he said. 
The rules would require 
written informed consent of 
every patient and establish a 
rigid system of committee 
and 
judicial 
review 
of 
sterilization involving minors 
and 
the 
mentally 
in­ 
competent. 
The use of federal funds to 
sterilize minors and the men­ 
tally incompetent was frozen 
last summer after allegations 
that two young Alabama girls 
were sterilized without tneir 
parents’ understanding of the 
procedure and that an Aiken. 
SC, physician refused obstet­ 
rical 
care 
for 
welfare 
mothers 
unless 
they 
con­ 
sented 
to 
permanent 
sterilization. 
Heilman 
said 
the 
moratorium will end when 
final regulations are issued, 
probably in mid-November. 
He said he will recommend to 
HEW Secretary Casper W. 
Weinberger that the proposed 
rules be amended to: 
—Either lower the age of 
consent for sterilization from 
the proposed 21 years to 18 


vears, or allow state age 
limits to apply. 
—Permit HEW’ to waive re­ 
quirements for committees 
and 
courts 
to 
review 
sterilization of minors and 
the mentally incompetent if a 
state law accomplishes the 
same patient protection. 


— Allow 
sterilizatio n 
projects to develop their own 
operating rules for review 
committees, with only broad 
general 
direction 
from 
Washington. 
Heilman 
said 
H E W ’s 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta 
is 
developing 
a 
system of spot checks to 
assure that federal rules will 
be 
observed 
in 
future 
sterilizations 


That proposal, along with 
his recommendations, will be 
presented at 
an 
advisory 
committee meeting Wed­ 
nesday, he said 
The federal government fi­ 
nances about 100.000 of the 
estimated

million 
sterilizations performed each 
year Heilman said no more 
than 
1,000 cases involve 
minors under 
18 and 
the 
mentally incompetent. 
Disagreeing with a Planned 
Parenthood-World

R has 
provided evidence enough for 
some starving brokerage 
houses 
to 
declare 
the 
beginning of a bull market. 
That a bull market has 
begun there is no doubt. But it 
isn’t in stocks; it’s in advice. 
Market letter writers may 
be more careful than they 
were 15 years ago. Then 
bombast 
and 
wordage 
provided a sweet scent of 
romance when any intelligent 
investor 
should 
have 
demanded the facts be put 
under his nose. 
Today’s letter w'riters have 
more respect for the facts, 
but they still succumb to the 
temptation of using them to 
promote sales rather than to 
describe conditions. 
Activity itself is a goal, be­ 
cause activity brings com­ 
missions. And commissions 
are paid whether stocks rise 
or 
fall. 
There 
is 
no 
requirement that analysis be 
correct. 
The current environment is 
thus 
exemplified 
by 
statements such as "The year 
1974 could be a surprisingly 
good year for stocks.” and 
“ We agree with 
the 
ad­ 
ministration’s chief econ­ 
omists that the nation has 
passed the worst of the eco­ 
nomic fever of 1973." 
Without 
attempting 
to 
define w hat economic fever is 
— it could be inflation, or too 
high a jobless rate, or lagging 
productivity, or weak 
ex­ 
ports. or the dollar trouble, or 
all and more — there is a case 
for economic improvement 
The dollar is now properly 
valued, or even undervalued. 
Exports are rising, imports 
slowing. Foreign money is 
beginning to flow into US. in­ 


vestments. Interest rates 
probably have peaked 
But only a promoter can ig­ 
nore the grey color of con­ 
sumer attitudes, 
the 
high 
interest rates, the devastated 
housing 
market, 
the 
possibility of chronic in- 
lation, the failure of controls, 
the 
unhappy 
political 
climate. 
These would 
be danger 
signs in anv other time, nut 
the hope of a market rally 
after so many months and 
even years of depressed 
prices and broker income«, 
overcomes fear. A greater 
fear is all that red ink. 
Profits, say some letter 
writers, have seldom if ever 
been better, but they omit 
saying that the stock market 
reacts to future events, not 
the past. Thev don’t explain 
why the market didn’t rise 
when profits were so high.

amiable so rt who tries to tell 
y o u , in sp asms o f sho u ting, 
ho w bad traffic is. 
Yo u Vnay feel that all the 
warnings y o u go t abo u t the 
p erils o f New Yo rk City are 
tru e. So tru e, in fact, that fo r 
three weeks I hav e trav eled 
aro u nd the city , by car, bu s 
and su bway , at all ho u rs o f 
the night, and no thing has 
hap p ened to me.

If the liver were 
damaged and did not make 
non-essential amino acids 
then we would have to take 
them in orally, wouldn’t we? 
Dear Reader — 
As 
a 
guide, about 11 ounces of lean 
round steak with no visible 
external fat, raw, contains 
about 70 grams of protein. 
Obviously fat beef contains a 
little less per ounce. As a ball 
park figure you can consider 
that three-fourths to one 
pound of beef contains the 
needed protein for one day. It 
is complete protein con­ 
taining all 
the essential 
amino acids. 
For ready-to-cook chicken, 
a pound, including the skin 
and 
bones, 
has 
about 
60 
grams of protein. A pound of 
most fillets of fish contain 70 
or 80 grams of complete 
protein. A pint of whole milk 
contains about 16 grams of 
complete protein and a pint of 
fortified skim milk, about 20 
grams. 
Turkey, 
ready 
to 
cook, has about 60 to 70 grams 
of protein in a pound weight, 
including the bones. A pound 
of creamed cottage cheese 
has about 60 grams, and a 
pound of uncreamed cottage 
cheese, about 70 grams of 
protein. 
Any of these 
foods are 
excellent sources of protein. 
Cereals are also useful, but 
they contain far less protein 
per unit of weight than most 
of the foods listed above. 
It is true that you need all of 
the essential amino acids in 
sufficient amounts in your 
diet, but their total amount is 
far less that the total 
70 
gram s of protein recom ­ 
mended for the diet. The 
other amino acids are usually 
included in the proteins found 
in complete protein foods as 
those mentioned here. 
The liver is critical in the 
metabolism of proteins, and 
usually anyone who has liver 
disease is placed on a high 
protein diet unless there are 
complication factors as can 
occur in a 
critically 
ill 
patient. The main function of 
the liver, though, is to tear 
down the amino acids into 
even 
sm aller 
chem ical 
complex attached to 
the 
carbon chain that makes it an 
amino acid that can then be 
used 
to build new 
amino 
acids. A great deal of protein 
synthesis actually occurs in 
the other body cells from the 
available amino acids. 
As 
long as they are functioning 
normally and there is 
an 
adequate supply, of amino 
acids 
available, 
protein 
formation for the body will 
proceed normally. 
I think there is a general 
unawareness that the oody is 
able to convert proteins or 
amino acids that it does not 
need into carbohydrates and 
fats 
are 
all 
sim ilar 
in 
chem ical structure, being 
long chains of carbon atoms. 
If you eat more protein that 
your body needs for building 
and replacement purposes, it 
can be used for energy as 
sugar or converted to fat 
stores. 
People who drink alcohol 
need the same amount of 
protein as anybody else. If 
they 
persist 
and 
damage 
I heir liver, then they may 
need to eat more.

Is Seen 


N EW YO RK (A P) - There 
is a theory circulating in 
business and banking circles 
that the United States and 
other industrial nations will 
remain in a state of chronic 
inflation. 
That would mean, in the 
opinion of some economists 
and businessmen, an in­ 
crease of at least 5 per cent a 
vear in the Consumer Price 
Index for five years or more. 
And that would mean that 
today’s dollar would be worth 
less than 75 cents in 1979—or 
about 
50 cents, 
measured 
against the dollar’s buying 
power in 1958. 
There is no way of knowing 
how many influential money 
lenders and money users be­ 
lieve this, but a casual survey 
suggests that many more be­ 
lieve it than are willing to ad­ 
mit to it publicly. 
One who does, and says so, 
is A. James Meigs, a former 
bank 
economist 
who 
now 
advises 
corporate 
and 
financial institutions as a vice 
president of Argus Research 
Corp., an advisory service. 
Meigs finds in the Nixon 
adm inistration attitude a 
rough parallel to the thinking 
of economists in the Johnson 
administration. 
In 
his 
Ja n u a ry 
1966 
Econom ic 
Report, 
says 
Meigs, Johnson conceded 
that the country’s record for 
rice stability had 
been 
lemished, “ largely through 
a surge in agricultural and 
food prices.” 
Internationally traded raw 
materials, especially metals 
and hides, also contributed to 
the instability of consumer 
prices. And so did petroleum 
and 
some 
m achinery. 
However, 
labor costs had 
barely 
moved, 
and 
some 
prices fell. 
The resemblance to today 
bothers Meigs. Once again 
the 
surge 
of 
inflation 
is 
blamed on food and some of 
the same commodities that 
were named in 1966 
And. as in 1966. wages arc 
not as much a factor in in­ 
flation as some believe. Over 
the past year, Meigs states, 
hourly earnings have in­ 
creased at about a 6.5 per 
cent annual rate. 
But as in 1966. he adds, 
there is little reason ror com­ 
placency. Prices and wages 
never march in lockstep 
when inflation accelerates, 
he contends. Instead, farm 
and food prices usually lead 
off 
and other 
prices 
and 
wages follow. 
Meigs believes that labor 
peace was maintained this 
year 
in 
part 
because 
negotiators on both union and 
management 
sides 
of 
the 
table didn't expect inflation 
to persist. 
Living costs rose 9.4 per 
cent this year, Meigs says. 
The unions, he suggests, 
might have some catching up 
to do. And when they do, it 
will mean more pressure on 
prices.
